its efficiency has been influenced some, not 


considerable extent, the favorable 


its use cases acetanilid poisoning. far 
the alkaline carbonates are concerned, various ex- 
planations have been given for their introduction. 
the one hand, has been suggested that they 
were given increase the alkalinity the blood 
which lowered acetanilid, shown Herczel 
1887. Allowing that all methods for the deter- 
mination the alkalinity the blood are unreliable, 
Herczel’s observations would least afford ex- 
perimental basis for the use the alkalies, but the 
small amounts which they are ordinarily given 
almost certainly preclude the idea that they were 
administered for this purpose. the other hand, 
many, especially pharmacists, have given them with 
the idea that they favored the solubility the ace- 
tanilid, but that they not has been well 
shown the studies Puckner. 


While, therefore, the raison d’etre for the use 
either caffein the alkalies acetanilid and anti- 
pyrin mixtures, has not been clearly understood, our 
knowledge regarding the action these drug-com- 
binations has recently been materially assisted by. 
series interesting experimental studies carried out 
Worth Hale the Department Pharmacology, 
United States Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service (Bulletin No. 53, September, 1909). the 
light this work most, not all us, will find 
necessary revise our views regarding the subject. 
These experiments indicate that the deleterious ef- 
fect acetanilid upon the heart very imperfectly 
antagonized caffein. shows that far 
the contractile power the heart concerned, the 
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antagonism very weak even not present all, 
and some cases that the two drugs seem com- 
bine depress the heart greater extent than 
acetanilid does when given alone. heart rate, 
the other hand, not slowed after mixture 
acetanilid and caffein are given, the case when 
acetanilid given alone, and the decreased heart 
rate following the exhibition the former alone 
tends become normal upon the subsequent injec- 
tion caffein. Caffein further shown increase 
the toxicity acetanilid mixtures when given 
the intact animal, and certain experiments this 
not only summation effect but even some syner- 
gistic action observed. 

Sodium bicarbonate appears markedly lessen the 
poisonous effects acetanilid upon the heart, which 
shown less depressed than when the alkali 
not The lessened toxicity also appears 
the experiments upon the intact animal, which 
case acetanilid when given alone proved far 
more toxic than mixtures with the alkalies. 


Another interesting point demonstrated the 
investigation the increased toxicity acetanilid 
the addition alkaloids the morphin group. 
Salicylic acid and the bromides, other hand, 
appeared have effect one way the other. 
experiments showed that caffein not ma- 
terially antagonistic circulatory depression

Three doubts, says, are often suggested con- 
cerning the value animal experimentation. The 
first relates whether biological real- 
contributes the success medical art. 
second concerns the question justification for ani- 
mal experimentation when not known that the 
results, may scientifically sound, can 
have any effect whatever the human being. The 
third doubt would question the justification ex- 
periments which might interfere with the comfort, 
joy life animals. These are the queries which 
the intelligent layman, who has made some attempt 
solve the problem for himself, ask. 
With rare logic, splendid illustrations and statistics 
aptly chosen they are startling even him 
who follows medical literature carefully, 
bowls over these quandaries one after another.

ACUTE AND POST OPERATIVE DILA- 
TATION STOMACH.*

perhaps fitting premise this paper 
apology, since merely brief synopsis the ex- 
isting literature the subject which new 
etiological factors are revealed, nor any impressive 
physiological discoveries announced. 

rather attempt focus the various and 
divergent lines thought and observation, the 
particular phenomena that wait menace 
possibility, upon any surgical procedure. not 
unmindful that these precincts are reserved ex- 
ploiting advanced research, original discoveries, and 
founding new habitable colonies the great domain 
science, hitherto unknown and unexplored. 

likewise conscious that this temple all 
times surcharged, metaphorically speaking, with in- 
tellectual radio-activity which farthing rush- 
light casts but shadow, penumbra the midst 
effulgence. 

not unconscious that this august body must 
jealously guarded against commonplace statisti- 
cal recitals, and the discussion settled principles. 
Hence, impressed the possibility tres- 
passing upon more profitable entertainment. 

However, shall here present some data, together 
with own cases, observations and deductions 
order elicit discussion and the results your ob- 
servations. 

Dr. Walter Laffer Cleveland has recently 
published exhaustive resume the literature 
acute dilatation the stomach. The history begins 
with the observations Rokitansky 1842, who 
that time described type acute dilatation 
the stomach due the compression the duodenum, 
its vessels and nerves the root the 
thence continuing the review the present year. 

The historical researches Dr. Laffer include 
217 reported cases, including the data more less 
complete proximate exciting causes, the sympto- 
matology and post mortem findings. 

the 217 cases collated Dr. Laffer, there 
are found 135 deaths (63.5 per cent), re- 
coveries (36.4 per cent), with five cases not stated. 
the 135 fatal cases, 120 were examined au- 
topsy. 

Ninety-seven (38.2 per cent), followed opera- 
tions, and per cent the post operative fatalities 
followed laparotomies. The gastric phenomena 
were observed most frequently follow operations 
the gall bladder the hepatic ducts, next fre- 
quency after operations the kidney, the appendix, 
currettage operations the uterus and adnexa, her- 
nia, the stomach and the extremities order 
named. 

Acute dilatation the stomach has been observed 
occur after such variety exciting proximate 
causes, lead conclude that one them 
the efficient etiological factor. the analysis

the cases post operative dilatation the stom- 
ach thus far presented, are forced assume that 
may follow indifferently the administration 
either chloroform ether narcosis, and may arise 
after any formal operative procedure. has followed 
chloroform more frequently than ether narcosis. Its 
cause has been ascribed trauma the abdomen, 
and the epigastrium, injury the spine, head, 
thorax and the extremities. has followed the 
progress acute diseases, appendicitis, carcinoma 
the oesophagus, miliary tuberculosis and diseases 
the brain. has occurred during convalescence 
from acute diseases, notably typhoid fever. has 
followed errors diet, dilatatio ingestis, from 
almost every known alimentary substance. has 
occurred after drinking large quantities gaseous 
liquids and has resulted from the administration 
various drugs, g., sodium salicylate, veronal 
and morphin. has been attributed emotional 
causes, fright, excessive joy, and complications 
during confinement, the loss water from the 
tissues, peritonitis. The study enumerated 
proximate exciting causes are various that are 
led conclude that one them bears any 
constant relation cause and effect; and that the 
phenomena acute dilatation the stomach may 
equally follow upon the ingestion great variety 
substances, both medicinal and nutrient, and 
likewise the possible sequellae almost any surgical 
procedure. The morbid anatomy this disorder 
reveals wide variety visceral lesions. One con- 
stantly present the dilated stomach which fre- 
quently occupies the entire abdomen from the costal 
arch the symphisis pubis. The stomach walls 
have been reported thinned number cases, 
thick and inflamed others. Gastritis with paren- 
chymatous pigmentation and superficial necrosis 
the stomach wall have been observed. Twisting 
the oesophagus, kinking the pylorus with down- 
ward displacement, constrirction the duodenum 
band omentum, adhesions the pylorus the 
gall-bladder. dilated but short dis- 
tance, and not the duodeno-jejunal junction. 

number cases dilation the duodenum. 
was dilated where the root the mesen- 
tery crossed it, and here compressed twenty-seven 
cases. The duodenum was found kinked num- 


_ber cases, and several instances was com- 


pressed the stomach. the twenty-seven cases 
which the dilation the duodenum stopped 
the point compression the root the mesen- 
tery, the small intestines were found the true 
pelvis only twenty-one cases. 

This latter finding therefore means con- 
stant and are informed that has exclusive 
pathological significance, found after death 
from other causes.

personal experience limited three cases 
with one recovery. 


Case Miss A., 32, had suffered from pro- 
longed hemorrhage from the presence large myo- 
fibroma the uterus. Twenty-four hours after its 
removal she began vomiting intervals five 
ten minutes, dark green fluid, becoming dark brown 
and finally flocculent and black. The fluid came 
increasing quantities, and was regurgitation rather 
than the act vomiting. The upper abdomen 
was greatly distended and there was appreciable 
peristalsis palpation inspection. painful 
sensations were expressed the patient and tem- 
perature normal and pulse smali and time 
above 90. the expiration the third day her con- 
dition was critical. There had been sleep rest 
and the patient was approaching collapse. the 
evening the third day gave per rectum grammes 
chloral, ammonium bromide and cc. tinc- 
ture digitalis mixture whisky and water. The 
effect was most beneficial and unexpected. The pa- 
tient slept several hours during the night and the fol- 
lowing day the vomiting had entirely ceased; disten- 
tion the abdomen subsided and the bowels grad- 
ually resumed their normal peristalsis, and time 
stomach-tube passed. Recovery was unevent- 
ful. 

Case Mrs. R., age 32, nulipera. Four years ago 
removed cystic ovary the left side. Patient 
gave history long standing stomach trouble at- 
tended nausea, occasional vomiting bilious mat- 
ter, headache and constipation. During convalescence 
she had some nausea and retching, but nothing alarm- 
ing, and she left the hospital the fifteenth day. 
Four years after the patient returned, complaining 
pain the right side. Examination reveals quite 
large cyst the right ovary and tender appendix. 
She gives history continued stomach trouble, 
constipation and irregular menstruation. After 
week preparation removed right cystic ovary 
and adherent and twisted appendix. Six hours 
after the operation the patient complained severe 
pain the right hypochondrium with moderate 
vomiting greenish fluid and the eructation gas. 
The vomiting continued with increasing frequency 
and amount, although liquids solids were given 
mouth. The outline the distended stomach was 
clearly visible through the abdominal parietes. There 
was appreciable peristalsis the abdominal con- 
tents. gas passed per rectum. The patient suc- 
cumbed sixty-six hours after the operation. gas- 
tric lavage was employed. post-mortem allowed. 

Case Miss B., age 35, occupation seamstress. 
Gives history stomach trouble during adult life. 
The last few years has had pain the right side. 
After two weeks preliminary preparation re- 
moved cyst the right ovary. Three hours after 
the operation patient complained severe pain 
the right hypochondrium and began vomit and 
eructate gas. With frequent gastric lavage the vomit- 
ing diminished, and the fourth day the patient’s 
condition was satisfactory, but the evening 
the fourth day, although there had been free bowel 
movement with the passing gas, the stomach be- 
came much dilated and she vomited large quantities 
dark green fluid containing blood, short inter- 
vals. Lavage and transfusions offered relief and 
she succumbed the evening the fifth 
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amination the vomitus showed red and white cor- 
puscles, epithelial ‘cells, amorphus urates and irregu- 
lar masses resembling epithelium. The 
patient was irritating excoriate the 
autopsy having been performed any the three 
cases cited, some doubt might suggested that the 
clinical histories here recited are not typical acute 
post-operative dilatation the stomach. But 
careful examination large number reported 
cases, think the observed symptoms warrant the 
diagnosis. 

April the present year Dr. Beverly 
Monagle this city presented paper “Acute 
Dilatation the the American Gyne- 
cological Society. 

describes six cases occurring his practise 
with three recoveries. three cases autopsied 
revealed obstruction constriction intestine, 
vessels nerves the root the mesentery. 
each case the stomach was found greatly distended, 
and one, both stomach and duodenum were dis- 
tended and the small bowel was flat. one case 
the small bowel was found crowded into the pelvic 
basin. Five Dr. MacMonagle’s cases were post- 
operative, two hysterotomies, one hysterectomy and 
one gall-bladder and one appendicitis. The symp- 
toms the several cases were typical, viz.: abdom- 
inal distension, vomiting regurgitation dark 
green, ill-smelling fluid, weak pulse, shallow respira- 
tion, slight temperature and hiccup. 

The treatment Dr. MacMonagle consisted 
repeated washings the stomach, the administra-

libitum, and one case unable obtain any 
stomach contents stomach tube, incised the 
stomach under local anaesthesia drained tube for 
twenty-four hours and returned the stomach the 
abdomen. Recovery followed. 

Dr. MacMonagle notes that acute gastric dilata- 
tion seems follow more often abdominal and 
joint operations. suggests worthy trial 
strychnia and physostigmine and utilizing the stom- 
ach tube for frequent washing rather than syphoning 
the stomach contents, advised most writers. 


Since Rokintansky first suggested the prolapse 
the intestine into the true pelvis exerted its 
weight sufficient pull the mesentery pinch 
the duodenum against the spine, thus closing its 
lumen this point and resulting the dilatation 
both duodenum and stomach, most observers 
are prone accept this explanation the true etio- 
logical factor gastro-duodenal dilatation. But 
120 cases autopsied, only twenty-seven were 
found this type. Hence vast majority 
cases, least, must look for other efficient 
causes gastro-duodenal Experiments 
the cadaver tending show that gravitation 
the intestine into the true pelvis was the efficient 
cause dilatation have been shown doubt- 
ful value, and Hana and others have pointed out 
that the small intestine often found the true 
pelvis autopsy unassociated with gastro-duodenal 
dilatation, and that when the intestine found thus 
incarcerated, shows aedema cyanosis other 
abnormal conditions. 
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Braun and Seidel have shown series care- 
conducted experiments, dogs that one 
the vagi cut, the animals not vomit after 
the administration that they 
trally acting emetic.

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CONSIDERATION SOME POINTS 
THE TREATMENT INFANTS.

Many measures that help care 
for and manage both sick and well infants, are held 
too light esteem are forgotten entirely. There 
are many that will impossible touch 
upon any but the more important. Such meas- 
ures may divided into prophylactic and curative; 
some belong the domain physical thera- 
peutics and some that 
begin with the child just born. There are 
some prophylactic measures routine among compe- 
tent practitioners, for instance the instillation sil- 
ver salt solution into the child’s eyes when there has 
been reason suspect gonorrheal infection the ma- 
ternal genital ways, but far too frequently for- 
gotten the fact that conditions which infect the eyes 
the newborn will also infect the genitals 
the female child who has just come into the world. 
When the Crede treatment indicated for girl 
baby, equal importance that the same cleans- 
ing and antiseptic measures applied the vulva. 
Many cases cystitis, pyelitis, and salpingitis that 
arise mysteriously early childhood, would pre- 
vented were this simple precaution 
lowed. 

The best method tying the cord and treat- 
ing the stump, are questions not treated within 
the limits this paper but proper 
say here that imperfect technique the perform- 
ance this duty frequently the cause um- 
bilical hernia. There another simple prophylactic 
measure that should routine with the accoucher. 
Were retraction the foreskin before the 
fifth day male baby’s life made the rule much 
distress and pain would avoided.

There more har- 
rowing experience our professional life than 
deal with such case; see the parents’ agonies 
they watch their offspring through this lingering 
death and feel ourselves unable give substantial 
aid. think there are but few here unwilling ad- 
mit that little short malpractice counte- 
nance the substitute feeding children pos- 
sible for the mother provide nature’s food. 
late years, the case breast-fed babies, much suc- 
cess has attended the German method 4-hour in- 
tervals between feedings, and very large propor- 
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tion the mothers who now find impossible 
feed their children, when the babies are put the 
breast every hours, would have abundant flow 
milk better nutritive quality, the chil- 
dren were allowed nurse only 4-hour intervals. 
fact common knowledge that too frequent 
nursings over-stimulate the breast and cause 
produce milk much higher fat and therefore 
much less digestible. has been invariable ex- 
perience that breast-fed babies who vomit have 
good deal colic, with so-called curdy stools recover 
from these unpleasant symptoms the interval be- 
tween meals increased For children 
under six lbs. the utility question- 
able and not wise feed such lightweights 
less often than every hours; but for any 
child who vigorous and weight birth 
there question but that the 4-hour interval 
proper one.

THE TREATMENT FLAT AND PRO- 
NATED FEET.*

considering the matter flat and pronated 
should first arrive at-some definition the 
terms used. 

flat foot might which there

have pain with. feet that 
weight and yet are typically painful.

The Achilles tendon without the co-opera- 
tion the tibialis posticus exerts pronating influ- 
ence, and the outward farcing the great toe throws 
important support into position disadvan- 
tage. therefore have several mechanical forces 
favoring pronation. should stated, however, 
that the stocking alone may prevent the big toe from 
assuming its natural position. 
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There methods correcting these de- 
formities relief, Altering the heel the 
shoe attempt overcome the pronation 
sometimes successful; necessary, however, that 
the shoe fit snugly the heel, permitting the counter 
act lever the calcis. make this 
leverage efficient possible the weight bearing 
surface the heel may increased inward and 
forward. Exercises tending strengthen the muscles 
which hold the arch place are important; rising 
the ball the foot, walking with the feet 
the varus position, and other exercises over-correc- 
tion give good results especially the elastic feet 
children, 


Leather insoles wedges are often worn but 
they cannot accurately fitted the foot and 
give only temporary relief unless used shoes with- 
out heels since they depend upon the shoe’s sole for 
their own support. 

Students are often taught obtain foot print 
having the patient stand sheet carbon 
copying paper. For diagnosis guide treat- 
ment this method little value. the foot 
quite flat the whole sole the foot seen bear 
weight, but the method does not show the differ- 
ence between high arch and one that half way 
down. 


The most satisfactory corrective apparatus seems 
steel plate accurately fitting the arch and 
supporting it. Many shoe stores and surgical supply 
houses furnish stock plates different designs. 
many cases these give ‘relief. None them, how- 
ever, are really fitted the foot and employment 
them haphazard. Others soon flatten down 
and cease supports. The plate which fitted 
the shoe the dealer and later adjusted the 
surgeon again has the disadvantage not conform- 
ing the lines the foot, and therefore not meet- 
ing special conditions. 


The plate which modeled plaster cast 
the foot seems the most satisfactory method. 
taking the plaster impressions, the patient seated 
separates the knees until barely feels pressure 
under the inner part the ball the foot. This 
lifts and rolls the arch outward certain extent, 
and furnishes useful starting point when carving 
the models. The cast carved allow for com- 
pression the soft parts and further correct the 
foot this seems advisable. 


When the plate carefully made fit the al- 
tered model gives good results, though times 
pressure does not seem right. This bending the 
corners does not alter the part the plate con- 
tact with the arch. After few weeks wear 
often desirable further correct the position 
this same means. 


The anterior transverse arch often breaks down 
with the general relaxation the foot and causes 
acute local pain. Extending the plate forward and 
applying the proper pressure relieves this condition. 
Wearing plate the types described allows the re- 
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laxed tissues opportunity regaining tone that 
they may again assume their functions. 

cases acute flatfoot resulting from unusual 
strain following prolonged illness such typhoid 
fever, this support will usually needed for only 
limited period. rule, however, the sense 
support grateful and patient. prefers 
continue the use the plate.

few words are but brief and partial histori- 
cal sketch the development medical education 
California. Fifty years have elapsed since the es- 
tablishment the first medical college this west- 
ern coast, largely through the instrumentality 
Samuel Cooper, for whom Cooper Medical 
College was named. find reference the 
meagre minutes this early period that the trustees 
the University the Pacific organized this medi- 
cal department Dec. 1858, with but four pro- 
fessors, who divided among themselves the ten sub- 
jects then comprising the whole field medicine 
and surgery. 

These four physicians and their subjects were: 

Dr. Cooper, Professor Anatomy and 
Surgery. 

Dr. Morison, Professor Pathology and Prac- 
tice. 

Dr. Isaac Rowell, Professor Materia Medica 
and Forensic Medicine. 

Dr. Beverly Cole, Professor Obstetrics and 
Diseases Women and Children, Physiology and 
Chemistry. 

tradition that these four physicians, having 
first students, lectured each other for 
time acquire facility technical speech and 
greater familiarity with their several subjects. 

Within few months Dr. Benj. Carman, tak- 
ing the chair Materia Medica, and Geo. Bar- 
stow, Esq., that Forensic Medicine, were added 
the faculty, and 1861 still other additions were 
made the persons Dr. Henry Gibbons, Sr., 
who succeeded Dr. Carman, and Dr. Levi Cooper 
Lane, who became professor physiology. The first 
course lectures was given the spring and sum- 
mer 1859 class eleven students. 

stated the announcements this early date 
the qualifications students both for admission and 
graduation were essentially the same those sis- 
ter institutions the Eastern states. 

For purposes comparison and interesting 
statement fact, important note just what 
these qualifications were. First was required that 
the student should reach the age years before 
graduating, and should man good moral char- 
acter. Second, that must have studied medicine 
with preceptor for one year before entering col- 
lege,—a requirement perhaps quite frequently 
honored the breach the observance. Third, 


must write thesis some medical topic.

There was preliminary educational requirement 
whatever. Attendance upon two courses 
duration each, and separate years, con- 
sisting mainly didactic lectures, some demonstra- 
tions the dissecting room and the few available 
clinics, the student for his final and only 
examination for the degree. 


There were laboratories those days, not 
even for chemistry, although laboratory demonstra- 
tions were occasionally made before the class. There 
was nothing known bacteriology, nor radiog- 
raphy nor gynecology, nor specially ophthal- 
mology, otology, laryngology Our 
knowledge biology, embryology, histology and 
nearly every other branch medicine was crude 
compared with present standards. 


the 13th October, 1862, Dr. Cooper, 
the leading spirit the college, died the early 
age years. estimation which was 
held those who knew him well shown the 
following extract from address the students, 
that time, Dr. Bowie, highly gifted 
man, and himself one the best surgeons the 
city. 

now refer the irreparable loss which feel 
from heart science has sustained the death 
the distinguished Surgery this insti- 
tution. could desire higher honor than 
selected his especial eulogist you gentlemen, for 
assure you that all intercourse with men 
who had consecrated their minds the investiga- 
tion truth the wide domain surgical pathol- 
ogy, his was the most daring, the most original and 
the most successful. The splendor his achieve- 
ments operative surgery will, perhaps, never 
known appreciated except the few who had the 
opportunity witness them; but those who had 
the opportunity, venture the assertion that they 
never stood the side surgeon with less mis- 
giving for his ability acquit himself any re- 
sponsibility which his bold and confident nature in- 
spired prompted him undertake. His contri- 
butions science the subject operations upon 
the knee-joint are meagre and incomplete com- 
parison with the multitude facts which had 
collected for future generalization, but enough 
say that inaugurated totally new theory 
well practice regard that very important 
subject, and had lived feel assured that 
would have identified himself completely (if 
has not done already) with original investigations 
into the nature injuries and diseases the knee- 
joint, and their treatment have rivaled the 
fame Sir Benjamin Brodie.” 

Such was the man whose name Dr. Lane gave 
Cooper Medical College. His death was seri- 
ous blow the then existing school, and part re- 
sulted its discontinuance after the session 
1863-4. 

The Medical Department the University 
the Pacific was revived 1870 its old corps 
professors, with some additional aid. The entrance 
and graduating requirements, the length and number 
yearly courses were not changed the revived 
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The number instructors was, however, 
largely increased and the teaching methods consider- 
ably elaborated. There was added, also, 1871 
which all students were urged, but not required, 
attend. 

1873, under promise material aid from that 
source, the college became the Medical Department 
assumed the distinctive title Medical College 
the Pacific. 

While little change requirement curriculum 
had taken place for twenty years, the college had 
held itself readiness for any improvement that 
could made available. indicating the earnest 
desire for betterment may mentioned that 
early 1877 the Faculty, motion Prof. Lane, 
instructed the dean reply communication from 
the Association American Medical Colleges that 
was ready accept its proposed plan improve- 
ment the other colleges the city and throughout 
the country would the same. was impossible 
for one college without endowment take any im- 
portant step alone. The Faculty also urged ad- 
ditional regulation that every student before admis- 
sion lectures subjected rigorous examina- 
tion. fact, the following year beginning 
this direction was made. The student was obliged 
write his personal history test English 
composition, and pass examination the usual 


‘English branches. became duty make these 


examinations, and very well recollect surprise 
that this very modest requirement obliged 
reject five the twenty twenty-five applicants for 
the session 1878. 

The Medical College the Pacific can thus claim 
have been one the first schools the country 
exact preliminary educational requirement. 
1881 the college added third year the medical 
course. 

During the year 1882 handsome brick building 
had been process construction the corner 
Sacramento and Webster streets, San Francisco. 
one knew its prospective uses—certainly not the 
newspapers which speculated much regarding it, nor 
those associated with Dr. Levi Cooper Lane the 
Medical College the Pacific. One day the 
year and the building approached completion Dr. 
Lane called upon the present speaker and his 
usual terse speech, and without preliminary, an- 
nounced that was about organize college 
named after his uncle, and asked would 
willing act one the incorporators.

Within the year the professors the former college 
together with its modest equipment were transferred 
the new institution and Cooper Medical College 
began its career. 

the fine building thus given the college, Dr. 
Lane erected equally large addition 1890 and

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pital 100 beds. was designed also that, the

The establishment ‘Cooper Medical College was 
life work Dr, Lane. years before, 
had upon and for that period had de- 
voted his energies its accomplishment. But 
not for his gifts alone that desire ‘honor, and 
perpetuate Dr, Lane had quali- 
ties that raised him superior, ‘above his fellow men. 
was man vigorous and untiring energy and 
high attainments, sturdy, upright character, 
his ideas right. was noble aspira- 
tions, prompt and decisive firm 
pose, steadfast unyielding withal 
modest and’ altogether free from his 
profession was man superior skill, courage 
and resourcefulness and large experience, 
was easily the best-read surgeon the 

For thirty years following the establishment the 
methods teaching, educational facilities and length 
course had not been striking important. the 
past fifteen years, how the adyance 
tions has been both rapid and extraordinary, 
Cooper Medical College, all the colleges 
the country. our own institution, 1891 each 
1894 fourth year was added. each course 
was lengthened seven and half months and 
eastern usage the course was made 
requirement, having been made more and more exact- 
ing, was finally 1901 raised school 
equivalent. the same year the course was length- 
ened eight months and 1904 eight and half 
months thirty-four weeks. 

not without some pride that make the state- 
ment that Cooper Medical College did not lag this 
course progress. was even among the first 
many instances take the forward step. can 
say with great satisfaction that was never its policy 
increase its student body the expense its 
average.educational standard. Scores, yes hundreds, 
who have sought admission its doors have been 
turned away because unqualified. Its aim has been 
make fewer good physicians rather than many 
indifferent ones. 

Let compare briefly the requirements fifty 
years ago with those that now exist, the eve 
our union with Stanford University. The contrast 
inspiring. there was educational en- 
trance requirement whatever, now the student must 
have least high school qualification. Then there 
were but two courses weeks each; now there 
are courses weeks each. Then the stu- 
dent was eligible graduation after attending lec- 
tures and clinics for weeks, now must 
regular attendance for 136 weeks. the teach- 


ing was very largely didactic and theoretical, there 
were laboratories and few clinics now the student 
must attend nearly all his first two years lab- 
oratory and demonstration work—nine different sub- 
jects being taught laboratory; and the last year 
devoted almost exclusively clinics.

Surely those who ministered the birth Cooper 
Medical College, who tended its infancy and 
watched with satisfaction its expanding maturity will 
have fears committing its new relation, 
but will continue entertain the brightest hopes 
for its future.

The age the patient -always enters into our 
calculations. children, where pathologic processes 
are more active, the skin more easily undergoes vesic- 
ulation and more inclined 
hypertrophic conditions the aged 
actions are more sluggish and the tendency 
toward atrophic conditions. 

But more particularly certain diseases are associat- 
with definite epochs life. For example, pedicu- 
losis capitis disease childhood pediculosis cor- 
poris disease the aged. Lupus vulgaris rarely 
develops after the age thirty while lupus erythe- 
matosus only exceptionally begins before that age. 
Acne disease adolescence, rosacea disease 
middle age and epithelioma most commonly dis- 
ease later years. Ringworm disease child- 
hood and pityriasis versicolor essentially disease 
adult life. Congenital syphilis and ichthyosis are 
usually noted the first month life. 

The sex the patient only secondarily im- 
portance. Certain distinctions are obvious. Sycosis 
only observed males and Paget’s Disease 
females. Epithelioma more often seen men; 
lupus erythematosus women. The mild grades 
rosacea are more frequently observed females, 
particularly the menopause, while the more severe 
forms show themselves particularly men who are 
exposed the inclemencies the weather, such 
cab drivers, sailors, etc.

Taken 
itself may lead error. 


For example, annular ringshaped lesion in- 
dicates many nothing but ringworm whereas 
may also signify syphilis, erythema multiforme, 
psoriasis seborrhea. Not long ago had difficulty 
convincing practitioner that annular eruption 
which was treating for syphilis was reality 
seborrheic dermatitis. Recovery was complete 
and prompt with local applications resorcin and 
sulphur leave room for doubt. Seborrheic 
lesions annular form are often mistaken for ring- 
worm well syphilis. Erythema multiforme, 
especially that variety sometimes spoken herpes 
iris easily taken for syphilide reason its 
configuration well account the exudation 
connected with which gives the skin thickened 
feeling that looked for specific lesions. 


observe whether patch sharply ill de- 
fined helps the differentiation such common 
affections psoriasis and eczema. sharp- 
defined while true eczema difficult dis- 
cover where the diseased area ends and the healthy 
tissue begins. point worthy emphasis this 
connection the outline eczema. With certain 
exceptions the border always indefinite 
regular—a point insisted upon diagnosis. 
The exceptions are first, unusual form called 
eczema nummularis sometimes called eczema 
plaque which presents oval and circular lesions 
sharply defined and usually symmetrically disposed 
second, so-called parasitic eczema. parasitic 
from the beginning the eczema sharply outlined 
from the first; secondarily involved the indefinite 
patch becomes abruptly circumscribed with the par- 
asitic invasion. The subject parasitism eczema 
worthy special study. Clinically parasitic 
eczema distinguished its definite outline, its 
bright red color and thin, greasy, easily detach- 
able scales. 

The so-called seborrheic eczema course sharp- 
outlined but that more properly considered 
dermatitis cannot numbered among the excep- 
tions. differentiating between such common der- 
matoses psoriasis and eczema are influenced 
greatly the outline. Eczema, have seen, 
ill defined while psoriasis often cleanly cut 
Lupus and the tubercular affections 
general are more easily distinguished from syphilitic 
manifestations noting the configuration. Not 
only active tubercular lesions but their scars 
the tendency toward irregularity and angles, while 
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syphilitic lesions take circular and symmetrical 
designs.

V.—The behavior the eruption may signify 
much, both objectively and subjectively; objectively 
slow rapid evolution and subjectively the 
presence absence itching, burning other 
sensations. Between lupus vulgaris and ulcerat- 
ing tubercular syphilide the slow evolution 
the former against the relatively rapid evolution 
the latter may decisive factor the diag- 
nosis. 

Concerning itching, may said that not only 
its presence its absence significant. certain 
conditions lichenification the itching paroxysmal 
character. scabies more marked night. 

VI.—Of capital importance the distribution 
the eruption. Under this head have consider 
whether the eruption symmetrical non-sym- 
whether those portions the body covered 
clothing the exposed parts; and finally 
must observe the location for which shows spe- 
cial inclination. 

The early lesions syphilis are symmetrical 
while the late lesions are usually non-symmetrical. 
Eczema internal origin, especially those which 
the nervous system supposed factor, are in- 
clined toward symmetry expression while those 
purely external cause show such disposition.

Herpes Zoster. Here the diagnosis 
made the distribution alone. Palmar syphilides 
are usually bilateral the early stages and un- 
ilateral the later stages.

the face and hands. Patches senile keratosis occur 
the great majority cases the hands and face. 
The facility with which these patches undergo 
epitheliomatous degeneration makes them uni- 
versal interest. differentiating between variola 
and varicella, observed that the former 
affects those portions uncovered clothing while 
the latter found most abundantly the covered 
parts. 

Certain diseases have preference for definite 
locations and familiarity with these special asso- 
ciations often greatest service.

not involving one these places. Erythema multi- 
forme most frequently attacks hands, feet and face. 

Sycosis, course, limited the bearded region. 
Impetigo contagiosa, which may times con- 
fused with sycosis, will probably, though not neces- 
sarily, show lesions beyond the limits the bearded 
region. 

Pityriasis versicolor occurs rule only the 
trunk, especially the anterior portions. 

Lupus erythematosus has special affinity for the 
nose, about which develops characteristic 
butterfly pattern. 

Syphilitic gummata the leg and ulcers result- 
ing therefrom are usually observed the upper- 
most third while varicose ulcers occur rule 
the middle and lowermost third. 


tion has been overestimated. Some, but means 
all, syphilitic lesions are copper ham-colored. 
Lichen planus has purplish and burnished effect.

THREE NON-TUBERCULOUS JOINT 
LESIONS.*

ferers from three different forms non-specific joint 
lesion. non-specific mean non-tubercular and 
non-syphilitic. convenient rather than scien- 
tific differentiation. shall try show you the es-

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sential differences between what recognize hy- 
pertrophic arthritis, atrophic arthritis and infectious 
arthritis, and with the clinical picture each your 
minds refer you the literature for their exhaustive 
consideration. More than clinical study them 
not possible would compare these three cases 
the hour allotted us. And deem first- 
rate importance that you should one sitting see 
together and compare all three conditions. 

Each these patients has been selected because 
she presents lesions which are typical patho- 
logical condition. always possible for two and 
perhaps for all three conditions appear the same 
individual, just tubercular patient may also 
subject streptococcic other infection.

sciatic neuritis. years age, Scotchman 
birth, miner occupation, and says that until 
his present troubles overtook him had never been 
ill day his life. denies venereal history 
and claims have been temperate habit.

Herpes Zoster: the absense Dr. Regens- 
burger will present few cases from his be- 
fore presenting own. The first case simple 
case Zoster, the one remarkable feature being the 
somewhat unusual distribution. you all know 
the more common distribution between the ribs 
but this rather higher and goes the neck. The 
case was first seen Monday last, when was 
purely vesicular, but with local application aristol 
and stearate the vesicles have all dried up. 
remarkable that the lesions this case have 
crossed the middle line the back. The patient 
says that for the last week has had great deal 
pain his case. 

Scabies: The second case véry commonplace 
but fairly typical case scabies. 
has complained itching for week ten days. 
From the appearance the lesions one might judge 
that the duration has been somewhat longer than 
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ten days. typical its distribution, the axillae, 
wrists, thighs and usual places being involved. The 
diagnosis easily made the distribution and the 
itching night and day. Generally the patients com- 
plain itching more after going bed. There 
nothing atypical this case. these cases very 
often the question raised with regard the pro- 
phylaxis.

The author this volume has assuredly certain 
qualifications marked degree that make 
cessful “psychic healer.” The volume which puts 
forth interesting personal narrative his ex- 
periences. pretensé scientific ‘study 
the subject, and essentially popular account 
‘interesting side modern therapeutics 
nervous disorders. The book will read 
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good many people who will misunderstand the au- 
thor’s dogmatic statements; writes the book 
talks subject, stating tersely good many 
things truths which may may not so— 
somewhat accordance with your willingness 
accept them. One gets totally incorrect idea 
the whole subject psychic treatments, since after 
all the title extremely misleading. The author 
deals chiefly with the hypnotic method, and, while 
one cannot doubt the value hypnotism, its gen- 
eral use advocated the author and its wide 
applicability his hands are certainly very ques- 
tionable procedures. regarded accepted 
fact that hypnotism should not used except 
medical men who are advanced students psychol- 


ogy, and rule, only when the more refined meth-
